C R ISIS has at length arrivedinthe 
Administration of public allairs of 
tins country, in which every one of us 
has u deep and solemn concern. 
It is 
noi our purpose to review the various 
acts and proceedings of those, to whom 
the People lor 12 years past, hafe en­ 
trusted the management of these af­ 
fairs 1— Unhappily they seem to have 
leit us little to reflect upon, but our 
divisions and misfo. tunes. 
Most un­ 
equivocally, however, do we declare 
our confidence in tne G R E A T BODY 
O F C i r i Z l i N b , whatever may have 
beer\ our d.suust dissatisfaction in r e ­ 
gard to many men in office, and 
the 
measures they hare pursued. 


W e believe the P L O P L E , to what­ 
ever set of men or m e a s u r e s ihey have 
attached their confidence and support, 
could only mean, and did mean, the 
Good, the Peace, the Prosperity of a 
Country, rendered dear to them by so 
many privileges and blessings. 
It is to 
this PE O P L E , so enlightened, so in­ 
dependent and patriotic, (and may we 
trust, so candid as to confide in our 
sincerity) that we now Address our­ 
selves. 


On the 18th of June, a small majority 
in Congress, did by a L A W , 
D E ­ 
C L A R E vVAR on the part of the Unit­ 
ed States, against the United Kingdom 
ol Great-Britain and Ireland and iis 
dependencies. 


This act, so unexpected, so opposed 
to the Petitions and Remonstrances of 
every class and part of the community 
— so steadfastly and honorably resisted 
by a great majority of the delegates in 
Congress from this State, and by those 
of many other States, could not be pre­ 
vented.-— 
was, after many days strug­ 
gle, in Secret sitting, carried through 
and became a L aw . 


This C O N V E N T IO N is composed 
of men who would ill deserve the con­ 
fidence of their Feilow»Citizens,and dis­ 
honor their own principles, were they to 
attempt to obstruct or defeat this law by 
any ii regular opposition— by violence, 
by menace, or illegal combinations. 
It 
must be for those who want a good 
cause, and distrust the force o f reason 
to support it, to adopt means so un­ 
worthy of Freem en and good Citizens. 
Some of us have contributed early and 
ardently, in contending for and laying 
the foundations of CiviJ Liberty, and 
all of us arc too deeply impressed with 
the duties of submission to constitution­ 
al laws ( while they are in force) to ,be 
capable of conduct or advice, tending 
to prevent their execution, by the 
agency of popular passions— however 
such laws may, during their continu­ 
ance, distress the People or counteract 
their best and most important interests. 
But wnile we feel the obligation of our 
duties under the law which is deemed 
most impolitic and oppressive, we also 
know the extent of our rights and those 
ol the people, enabling us and them to 
bring about its R E P E A L , by our E- 
LEC 1TO N S. 


W e address you then, Fellow-Citi- 
zens, at this awful Crisis, produced by 
the 
W ar-Law , in the language of 
Freemen and Free Agents— in the con­ 
sciousness ol pure motives,and penetrat­ 
ed by the profoundest feelings of puti i- 
otic regard lo our dear Country.

Defence, within our <wn borders, 
and even arming our own vessels lv,r 
cIrfence on the seas, agaitst both French 
and English aggrcssionywas a practica­ 
ble and not a InifcaKlous expedient 
But without preparation, anfl without 
trial of the ineuns of drfmCc, dissension 
in Our country, and general opposition 
to war, to become the attacking power, 
and to declare open, general and offen­ 
sive War, against one of the great con­ 
tending states of Europ«v—we repeat 
it, fellow-citisens, is an «Vent in the 
history, even of these tilne^ which fills 
us, and we believe the greafliody of the 
people, with grief and amaz^nent. 


W e were not invaded-4no power 
r ' f-u threatened it } we stilt enjoyed a 
tenfold greater portion of inWnal and 
even c\ifrnul happiness and Jrosperity 
than 
v nation in the woi, 1. 
Oui 
af'tiC < 
>rr, tommerce and tmanufac­ 
tures^ the ^reat products of our fields, 
forests and fisheries, growir^ out ol 
the induct!) and enterprizu «of seven 
millions of irre and virtuous! citizens, 
were yet bn: ’iilr impaired, cfccejn by 
our own internal rcstrictionV which 
could at any lime be suapendct or re­ 
moved. 


In regard cv ?n to trade and naviga­ 
tion oh the oce'tv, an immense 4nd auf- 
ficient «»(.ope i enrmined for all out ships, 
seamen and .apital, free from bellige­ 
rent and temporary , t-estm nts—The 
British orders in council fmade the 
principal ground of the war) only put 
Prance, Holland, and a part of Italy, in 
a state of blockade, preventing our mer 
chant ships going there. 
T he whole 
world beside, was in regard to any con­ 
duct of the British, as free to us as be­ 
fore. China the East and West-Indics, 
South America Great-Britain and her 
dependencies, and all the States and 
Kingdoms in Europe ; none of all this 
vast portion of the world was affi cteri ot 
shut against us by the British oidcrs in 
council ; nine tenths at least, ot all our 
trade was free— France only, and her 
dependencies of Holland and part of 
Italy were blockaded, with whom, if no j 
blockade of their ports existed, our J 
trade could be worth very little, as it 
was subject to every species of vexation, 
los3, plunder and prohibitory duties. 


Our own coasting trade of 1500 miles 
in extent, serving to employ and to sup­ 
port so many of our fellow-citizens, and 
to trarisport with ease and economy the 
surplus productions of labour from one 
state to the other by sea, affording a 
real profit to the community equal to 
the whole of our foreign trade, all this 
too remained to us unaffected by belli­ 
gerent edicts. 


O ur revtnue from commerce, also 
was very great—equal annually to the 
payment of every expense of the navy, 
army, civil list, and other demands of 
government, beside discharging each 
year a portion of the old debt of the re­ 
volution. The average of this revenue, 
not less than twelve millions of dollars 
annually, relieving the people from any 
direct taxes payable to the United States. 
In these favored circumstances of agri­ 
culture, foreign navigation, coasting 
trade and revenue, was war declared, 
and it necessarily shakes them to the 
foundation. 


In regtird to 
our political, moral 
civil and religious blessings and advan­ 
tages, they were surely great and many. 
Peace itself, and Neutrality at a time 
when all the European wot Id is con­ 
vulsed *and 
tending 
by wars 
and 
famine, to dissolution jrnd the tyran­ 
ny of one man, 
were to us, who al- 
.nost solely enjoyed them, inestimable 
blessing^. 
How innumerable aud vast 
they were, your own feelings, enjoy­ 
ments, and reflections, fellow citizens, 
can better determine than we describe. 
In great mercy also, we were removed 
3 )00 miles from'those scenes of violence 
and devastation— we had taken no p in 
in them. 
O ur pure and free and pro­ 
gressing country, had kept itself from 
ihe dmihu ious and deadly grasp ot 
French connection.

W ith what anxious 
foreboding* must every heart be torn, 
that thinks upon a war which not only 
cuts us off from so many positive blesinjrs 
but launches this Bale and happy p<*oplr, 
into the vortex ol European broil»— 
into wars, winch twenty years of blood 
and de vastation have but served to in­ 
furiate, extend and perpetuate. 


That oür country hud received wrongs, 
both in its honor and rights, from E ng­ 
land, during her long c o m u i -*«u, 
Frauen, need not bo disputed. 
W hat 
peaceable and neutral power has n<>i, 
and which of these injured powers, em ­ 
barking in a war or alliance with France 
or alone, to vindicate those lights, that 
has not suffer« d injuiies tenfoid gi eater. 
Most of them indeed losing their very 
liberties and independence m attcmptirg 
to establish minor pretensions anil vin­ 
dicate what was called their honor— 
That Great-Britain is wrong in prevent­ 
ing our trade with France,because France 
interdicted our trade with England, or 
that her cruisers on the ocean frequently 
have impressed American seamen, pre­ 
tending they were British subjects, or 
under real mistakes of the fact, ate 
undoubted wrongs ; that of impress­ 
ment, a most injurious practice, and 
justly calculated to kindle our resent­ 
ments, aud to claim from our govern­ 
ment prudent and persevering means 
to prevent or mitigate its severity, either 
by arming merchant ships for defence, 
or agreeing with England on some plan 
of avoiding the mistakes or violence ot 
her sea officers. 
Such a plan was in 
, fact agreed to by England and approved 
I of by oufr Ambassadors Ptnkney a:.d 
Monroe, but rejected by the Amencuii , 
Cabinet. 


Fellow-Citizens, wrongs to our coun- ' 
try will never be vindicated by us— and 
even these, so much insisted upon, can­ 
not be reviewed by us with feelings less 
acute to their real importance, than bj 
others. 
Washington, Jrffrraon, a> d A- 
dams, during the twenty years of admi­ 
nistration, never considered the preten­ 
sion or practice of impressment, though 
more rigorously enforced then, as suffi- ! 
ciently justifying them to go to war — 
And now thai our a d m in is tr a tio n in ti>o 
present state of the world, and circum- ' 
stai'ced as it is, unprepared, and with 
divided councils, should by a bare ma­ 
jority dcclare general and offensive war, 
by land and sea, on such points not vital­ 
ly affecting us in our national prosperi­ 
ty, instead of waiting for time, mutual ■ 
interests and négociation to settle them, 
(many of which must end of themselves 
with a war in Europe) is an event which 
seems to almost defy belief.— The peo­ 
ple,— re fk c â lg citizens, are struck with 
aoiazem edH Bdisapprobation, looking 
round fo S p m n s of relief, from the 
threatened ?vila of a protracted, hazard­ 
ous, and untimely war— a war declared 
against England too in the midst of né­ 
gociations, and whilst her m i n i s t r y and 
parliament were actually deliberating ■ 
on the very point of repealing her Or- ! 
ders 1 


It is then, countrymen and friends, to 
this great, unlooked-for, and portentous 
question, we claim your solemn and 
candid attention— W e have reflected 
upon it. Our imaginations have carried 
us over its long and dcsoUiing track ; 
desolate and long, even beyond imagi­ 
nation, will prove, if wc do not cut it 
short, before its corruptions, its pas­ 
sions, and violence, shall have fixed it 
upon our land, beyond remedy or con- 
tioul. 
It is in its beginnings, we must 
make our lawful stand ; before it spreads 
and strikes deep its roots— Ii long per­ 
mitted to flourish, over peace and social 
habits, all Lutory proves that war b - 
Coipcs die predominant passion, and ci­ 
vil liberty loo olten yields up us b le s ­ 
sings lo the lust ol militai y an.binon, 
pi idc and opptcssiun.

Lee sent a flag to the mob intimating 
the readiness of himself and frieiKds 
(about 25) to submit to the laWs of the 
land — \ negi^iialion was entered into, 
and the fuilh and honor of the Mayor 
and G.'tt. Striker-, the commander o f the 
miliiia, WJ.» /iledged, that t f they aur- 
rendcredy (hey should noi receive any 
injury^ until brought to trial. They ac- 
cordin^'ly surrendered, left the ho\ise, 
and were conducted by the military 10 
the jail ; but on the road were most cow­ 
ardly pelted by the mob, insulted, and 
threatened with death in 2 i hours. Be­ 
ing lodged in jail, they were mostly dis­ 
armed, and continued there without ex- 
aminat ion all day. 


The mob had retired to the Point for 
refreshment, and would probably have 
oeen contented with their success, had 
they not been goaded on lo .Vlurder by 
the “ l^h g," the leading Madison pa­ 
per edited by one Irving, ah Irishman, 
wno thus impiously expressed himself: 
“ So help me. Heaven, as our sincere 
opinion is, that since a bund of m urder­ 
ous traitors, 
accused and conúicted 
by this alien nelf-created judge and ju» 
ryman'^ did/irovoke me people,the peo­ 
ple ought to have razed the house to the 
ground, and put them [_íAe' d-fender»'^ 
EVüUY M AN, TO D K i i n i . ” This hint 
was suiBcient. 
The mob knriu there 
would be no military defence of the jjiil, 
notwlthstunding the pledj^e ; they as­ 
saulted ii,beal downthe doors with axes, 
aiul proceeded lo tiie deliberate assassi­ 
nation of the twenty-six defenceless pri­ 
soners. 
The Heroes of Liberty made 
all me resistance of men, and several of 
tiieiu made their way through the can­ 
nibals, and escaped. But the brave Gen. 
Llagan, of Georgetown, a hoary-headed 
hero of the revolution, and a favorite of 
Washington, fell under the repeated as­ 
saults of the ass ;ssins, and expircd.--i 
Gen. Lee, of Virginia, a particttlar 
IVicn I of Mr. Hanson, wafi also severely 
wounded in the head, and left for dead. 
Mr. John i'hompson, a very powerful 
man and excellent citizen, after having 
his arnt broke, and being most horridly 
wounded, was thrown into a cart, be­ 
smeared with tar and feathers, carted a- 
buut town, pricked with a goad, and la­ 
cerated wit.h a wool card, and then lodg 
ed in a watch-house. "Mr. Hanson, the 
editor, made his way through the ;uob, 
and escaped with a few cuts and bruises. 
Mesars. G 
W inchester and Daniel 
Murray were aUo considerably injured. 
Soinrt escapcd without much injury. 
--N one escaped wholly unhurt. 
(Jen. 
iJngan only, was killed upon the spot. 
But this was not owing to the abatoinent 
of the fury of the villains. They exult­ 
ed over ten of their victims until morn­ 
ing, piled up like hogs at the steps of 
the jail, believiny they were dead. 
By 
great persuasion, i'he physici.ins took 
them off*, for the pretended purpose of 
dissection.
